Of Darkening of City 
As Defensive Tactics 


In case Honolulu should ever be 
attacked by enemy airplanes, one 
of the defensive tactics is for all 
residents to turn out all electric 
lights and thus place the city and 
its buildings in darkness, Kenneth 
Hanson said at the meeting of 
the Upland Lions club in the Red 
Hill Country club house at noon | 
yesterday. | 

He told of a recent trial in dark- 
ening the city with the buildings 
hidden from would-be bombers. 
Mr. Hanson is in his former home 
town on a visit from Honolulu. | 


“The islands are so far away, I 
don’t believe they are in any dan- 
ger from attack,” Mr. Hanson ex- 
plained. He described the army 
and navy posts there as_ being 
among the strongest in the United 
States defense program. 

Concerning the Japanese on the 
islands, Mr, Hanson declared: ‘I 
can see no danger from them. Of 
the 151,000 Japanese, about three- 
quarters are American citizens. 
The children are taught in Amer- 
ican schools and many Japanese- 
Americans are active in getting 
all the Japanese to become Amer- 
can citizens,”

applies to conditions today and the remedy (7). being applied 
by the originator, President Roosevelt, who is. apparently 
bidding for a third term through which to continue improv- 
ing (?) conditions in the nation: 

“Getting back for a moment to the New Eeonomies, 
Ralph Budd, president of the Burlington, followed one 
of its formulas to a logical conelusion at the annual meet- 
ing of its stockholders. He suggested that the railroads 
might be given a break, in this hour of their distress, by 


having the government pay them for not hawling the 
crops the farmers are paid for not raising. 

‘‘This principle lends itself to alluring extension. 
Obviously it would end up in the government paying 
everyone for producing nothing. That, of course, would 
be very nice, because it would leave us all more leisure: 
and leisure is a primary index of the abundant life. The 
payments would be made with borrowed money, which 
would inerease the national debt; and this, we are told, 
is the way to increase the national income. Naturally, 
a higher national income insures a higher standard of 
living, which is just what we’ve been after all the time. 

“Then, by means of social taxation, skillfully con- 
trived by expert welfare workers, we can effect a more 
equitable distribution of that increased income. Thus 
we eventually achieve a greater abundance for all by 


dividing less and less more ecuiiably amongst more and 
more. The taxes? Oh, yes: since the New Economics 
would make profits unnecessary, to say the least, we 
should levy a graduated tax on losses instead; with sur- 
taxes on the heavier losses. 

“Tax payments, of course, would be made in deficits. 


These, added to the government’s normal deficit, would 
boost the national debt and thereby swell the national 
income. It’s all quite simple and works out rather well. 
The remarkable part of the whole business is that for 
all these years we have gone at the thing the hard way, 
trying al] the time to produce more things, to make a 
profit above expenses and to keep debts under control. 
But now we know better.”’ 

To apply this ‘New Economies’’ would bring the 
desired results locally we suggest that The Upland News be 
-paid for the advertising it is not getting that it was favored 
with before the New Deal operated so suceessfully (?), also 
for the subscriptions it would be getting from those in the 
community who would like to take the paper but are bor- 
rowing and reading their neighbors’ News because they can- 
not afford to subscribe for it. 

The local merchants should be getting paid for the busi- 
ness they are not doing: the citrus growers should be paid 
for not producing oranges, lemons and grapefruit-—or this 
“New Economies’’ should at least see to it that they get paid 
for hauling to the dumping grounds the fruit for which they 
ean find no market at any price. 

When this ‘‘New Economies’? becomes all-inclusive and 
gets to operating so everybody will get paid for doing noth- 
ing the millenium will—no doubt—be ushered in and the good 
old U. S. A. will be the loafers’ paradise—and that will in- 
elude us all. 

So what are we blooming idiots who have the few jobs 
and businesses left worrying about? It’s time to quit work, 
do away with worry and join the increasing throng who are 
living off the ever-increasing national debt as it mounts to 
a new all-time high from month to month. 

Why stop with a third term for a national administration 
that has such an enviable (?) record as the New Dealers? 
Why not make it perpetual? —H, M. G.

The “Why” of Unemployment 





Why, after years of the heaviest peace-time ‘‘recovery”’ 
spending in world history, does this nation still have millions 
unemployed? The idea was that the outpouring of govern- 
ment billions would prevent misery among the jobless, “‘prime 
the pump”’ and enable business to take up the unemployment 
slack. What has gone wrong? 

Willingly, of course, sacrifices have been made for the 
destitute. But what of reeovery—and reemployment? The 
fallacy of that, it becomes more evident daily, is that ‘‘pump 
priming’’ actually drained the slim resources of industry, 
and that every gain business could make toward increased 
employment was immediately nullified by swollen tax exae- 
tions—wholly nullified. 

Else, with all the pump priming, why hasn’t steel recoy- 
ered; what’s the matter with agriculture; why isn’t the auto- 
mobile industry booming? Consider, for instance, since it 
does business in every state, city and town, the $26,000,000,- 
000 railroad industry. The lines have gone in for streamlin- 
ing, for air-conditioning, for faster schedules. Why don’t 
they convert every train into a silver mereury of the rails— 
employing additional thousands of men? 

Their problem is similar to the problem of the steel in- 
dustry, and of most industries. The railways are offering 
round-trip tickets to both World Fairs for $90. But last 
year taxes of the American railroads equalled five-sixths of 
their total passenger fares, and were the equivalent of a full 
year’s wages for 183,000 employes! What is left for expan- 
sion of business and payrolls—and for payrolls of the oil, 
mining, cotton, foundry, coal and other great industries which 
railroad patronage helps maintain? Wholesale private re- 
employment must remain impossible so long as the flood of 
tax reactions continues to overflow the dikes of financial re- 
serve, 

It is impossible, in brief, to take a hen that lays an egg a 
day, and increase her production to two eggs a day by halv- 
ing her normal ration of food. In time, the supply of eggs 
will diminish, and finally the hen will die. That condition 
exists in American industrial life too generally today—and 
explains, in large part, the ‘‘why’’ of unemployment.

COMES TO UPLAND 

“Ten years I spent working in 
the railroad shops in Nebraska. 
It is every railroad maa’s~dream | 
to retire and go to California or 
Florida. Well, I didn’t talk much, 
but I picked up and left, and came 
to Upland in 1922.” 

A chicken ranch on Fast Ninth 
street was the first project under- | 
taken by Mr. Clausen. Then after 
he married in 1925, he and Mrs. 
Clausen moved to another chicken 
ranch on West Ninth street, be- 
yond San Antonio avenue. 

It was here Mr. Clausen took 
sick and finally he was compelled 
to give up work and Sell the ranch. 

STRICT ECONOMY 

Living on $25 a month payments 
{from the ranch, out of which $10 
went for rent, required strict econ- 
omy during the years that follow- 
ed. However, a reserve fund of a 
few hundred dollars paid for doc- 
tor bills and medicine. Finally, 
selling the contract, the Clausens | 
were able to buy the home where 
{ee now live. 

Enlarging the north porch of 
their new home so that Mr. Claus- 
en could place a cot on it, was 
one of the first tasks undertaken 
by the new home owners. 

The weed patch which consti- 
tuted the yard came next. The 
front yard was a hole a foot deep, 
‘with no soil suitable for a lawn. 
| However, when excavation for the 
new Upland city hall was under 
way, the city trucks dumped two 
loads of dirt on the Clausen’s front | 
door step. Mr. Clausen had to sit 
on a box to grade and plant the 
lawn, his strength not permitting 
him to stand. Today a finer 
greensward you never saw any- | 
where. { 

RAISE VEGETABLES 

The flower garden does not con- 
stitute the whole planting of the 
side and backyard. Here the 
Clausen’s, with true thrift from 
the Pennsylvania Dutch ancestry 
of Mrs. Clausen and from the Dan- 
ish blood of Mr. Clausen, raise a 
good share of their living. 

“And last month the water bill 
was only 20 cents over the mini- 
mum,’ Mrs. Clausen remarked. 

Green beans, carrots, oyster 
plant, egg plant, onions, cucmbers 
and lettuce are at present furnish- 
ing many appetizing meals for the 
Clausens. Today, Mrs, Clausen is 
busy canning cucumber pickles.

Rainfall for the year, from July 
1, 1938, to June 30, 1939, measur- 
@d approximately half of the total 
for the previous two years, and 
five inches less than the average 
for the past 48 years. 

Rainfall figures measured at 
Twenty-second street by J. R. 
Johnston, show the total for the 
past year to be 17.09 inches. Cor- 
responding figure for the previous 
year was 33.14, while the 1936-37 
figure wag 34.88. Average rain- 
fall for 48 years, as kept by A. P. 
Harwood from 1891 to Feb., 1919, 
and from 1919 to the present time 
by Mr. Johnston, is 22.16. Aver- 
age for 47 years was 22.27 inches. 

Heaviest rainfall during the 
past season fell during the month 
of December, when 7:69 inches 
were recorded. Next heaviest 
month was January with 3.52 
inches,, while March came third 
with 2.40, and February next 
with 2.32. 

Contrasted to the past season 
are the heavy rainfall figures the 
previous year which will go down 
in history as the year of the big 
flood. In the month of February, 
1938, 12.24 inches of rain fell, 
and the flood month, March, re- 
corded 10.81 inches. 

Rainfall figures for the past 
year are far above some seasons, 
however. The 1898-99 season total 
was only 8.15 inches. The year 
previous and the year following 
were also exceptionally dry, only 
12 inches being recorded each 
time.
